isberatina' of Move 
Made in Letter 
to Times 





Seeking to correct a statement pub 
lished in the Albany Times last week, 
Chief of Police Lloyd Jester yester- 
day forwarded a letter to the Times 
in which he elaborated on a pro- 
posed ordinance regulating use of fire- 
arms in, Albany. 

Previous ordinance covering fire- 
arms was a clause embodied in the 
City Fireworks ordinance, which Jes- 
ter’ seeks to give “teeth” to in cases 
involving criminal and juvenile use of 
guns, 

Fireworks ordinance states “It shall 
be unlawful for any person to fire 
or discharge any gun, cannon, rifle 
or pistol, or firearms of any kind, ex- 
cepting those designated” as lawful 
fireworks. 

Jester’s letter is as follows: 

POLICE DEPARTMENT 
CITY OF ALBANY, CALIFORNIA 
September 7, 1938

Albany, California. 
Gentlemen : 
In Re: The Proposed 
“Gun Ordinance. 


In the last issue of the Times, in 
your article accounting for the City 
Council’s meeting of August 29th, you 
stated that I bad proposed an ordin- 
ance covering the licensing of guns 
within the city limits of Albany. 

This was, no doubt, a mis-print be 
cause no such ordinance was asked for 
by myself. I had proposed to the 
‘Council that they refer to the City 
Attorney, the present ordinance gov- 
erning the carrying and possession, al-~ 
so, firing of guns within our City, 
which is included in Paragraph 13 of 
our Firecracker ordinance. In that or- 
dinance, I pointed out that we had 
no separate and distinct law covering 
this matter and that paragraph 13 of 
the Firecrcker ordinance was inade- 
quate. I, also, stated, and my pur- 
pose was, to make it unlawful for 
anyone to fire a rifle within the city 
limits, and the carrying of a con- 
cealed weapon for unlawful purposes. 
I asked that in cases where we picked 
up boys firing rifles in the City limits, 
that we be given the right to confis- 
cate the offending piece immediately. 

I believe this letter will enlighten the 
people who read the foregoing ar- 
ticle and we ask you to print it in 
its entirety.

‘Meantime, the Albany Police De- 
partment took a new step toward low- 
ering Department costs and increasing 
efficiency with the purchase of a motor- 
cycle for use in traffic patrol. 

“With the motorcycle,” Jester said, 
“the Police Department is cutting 
operating expenses from nearly 10 cents 
per mile, the average prowl car cost, 
to approximately one-tenth cent per 
mile.” 

The motorcycle, Jester added, will 
be -used during the day patrol for 
pursuit of speeders, and while increas- 
ing efficiency and insuring quicker 
timing and aprehension on Albany’s 
one-mile stretch between city limits, 
but»-will also eliminate high {repair 
costs to police cars due to strain from 
pursuing speeders, Jester also announ- 
ced that purchase was made last week 
of a new prowl car, now in use by 
the Department.

City Fire Dept. 
Called for Four 
Fires During Week 


Four fires during the past week push- 
ed the Albany Fire Department's 
total of alarm calls for the month of 
August up to 19, a report issued by 
Fire Chief Carl Ahlgren showed yes- 
terday. 

Most spectacular blaze occurred 
Sunday when a fire broke destroyea 
a barn on Point Fleming, with dam- 
age estimated at approximately $250. 
The barn, owned by the Berkeley Wat- 
erfront Company, had been leased to 
A. Bennett of Berkeley who had prev- 
iously used the property to jhouse 
supplies for an animal experimental 
farm. Bennett was not on the prop- 
erty at the time of the fire. 

Other fires during the past week 
included an auto blaze at the corner 
of San Pablo and Garfield Avenues 
where a car owned by L. A. Wood 
of Berkeley caught fire but was ex- 
tinguished before any damage was 
done.

Examining nearly goo Albany High 
and Elementary School pupils duriny 
the past week, the Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation indicated that Albany stuednts 
have a high health rate. 

Statistical report showed that 868 
High Schools, 12 Marin School and 
12 Cornell School students were su 
mitted to fleuroscopic examination 
while nearly 50 per cent of the High 
School student body underwent a tu- 
berculosis reaction test. 

The tuberculosis examinations were 
brought to Albany Schools through the 
efforts of City Health Officer Jack L. 
Stein who was assisted by City Nurse 
Audrey Gaiser.
